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Pay Raise Approved Eisenhower 
For State Employes 
To Cost $5,800,000 Powers To Slash Tariffs

LANSING IP — The State Civil 
Service Comm ission Monday night 
approved the details of a July I 
pay raise for state employes and 
calculated it would cost $5,800,000. 
This was well below’ the original 
estim ate of $6,000,000 to $7,000,000 
m ade 
by 
Civil 
Service 
Director 
A rthur G. R asch. 
The com m ission held a special 
meeting under pressure from the 
Legislature for ex act figures as 
soon as possible before its sched­ 
uled April 9 adjournm ent. 
Payroll 97 Million 
The raise includes a 5 to IO cent 
hourly cost-of-living increase to all 
civil service em ployes and special 
boosts to classes which the com­ 
mission said were underpaid. 
Rasch said his staff has applied 
the increases to appropriation bills 
introduced 
by 
the 
legislative fi­ 
nance com m ittees. 
On this basis, he said, the cost-of- 
living increases for 22,500 classified 
employes will cost something under 
$3,000,000. Tile civil service payroll 
totals about $97,000,000. 
The special increases go mainly 
to w orkers in m ental and tubercu­ 
losis hospitals, skilled tradesm en 
and the lowest brackets in all de­ 
partm ents. Small special increases 
go to prison g uards and state po­ 
licemen. 


Of the total bill for the increase. 
R asch said, about $4,000,000 will 
com e from the state general fund. 
The balance will he chargeable to 
f e d e r a l aid paym ents and restrict­ 
ed state funds. 
In the mental health fie’d some 
7,000 attendant nurses, dining room 
w orkers and the like will ge total 
increases of about 17 cents an hour. 
Increases ranging up to 15 cents 
an 
hour will go to 
such 
lower 
brack et workers as janitors, m an ­ 
ual 
workers, 
park 
ran g ers 
and 
watchmen. 


G u a r d s in all three state prisons 
and 
guard 
attendants

State Hospital will get increases 
ranging up to 9 cents an hour, and 
guard lieutenants will get 15 cents 
an hour. 
Total special increases for state 
{xiiice troopers go up to 15 cents 
an hour and for corporals and ser­ 
geants 21 cents. 
Rasch said the corrections offi­ 
cers and state police special in­ 
creases were not as high as some 
others because of special increases 
they were granted about a y ear 
ago. 
Except in isolated cases, w orkers 
on slate ferries at the Straits of 
M ackinac got only the cost-of-living 
increase because of a special in­ 
crease they received last sum m er.

night W ednesday. 
“ This would 
assure dairy pro­ 
ducers about 80 per cent of p arity.” 
Aiken said. “ It should provide a 
long-range stability for all p arts of 
the 
industry, 
especially 
farm ers 
and prod ucers.” 
Both Aiken and Anderson have 
been s u p p o r t i n g administra- 
tion proposals for ending rigid 90 
per cent farm supports on major 
field crops in favor of a flexible! 
system ranging from <5 to 90 per 
cent.

Key points in the new dairy pro­ 
posals. as outlined by Aiken, are:

F o r the first tim e the govern­ 
m ent

ly through price floors u nder but­ 
ter. cheese, dried milk and other 
milk products.

The price support level for 
milk would be tied directly to that 
of dairy feeds. Thus, if feedstuffs 
w ere supported at m ore than 75 
per cent, dairy products would be 
too. U nder present law, the secre­ 
tary of agriculture has discretion 
to fix supports between 75 and 90 
per cent. 
3. P rice supports could v a ry on 
different 
dairy 
products. 
They 
might be relatively higher on fluid 
milk, that sold for drinking and 
household uses, than on bu tter and 
cheese

Distributors 
and 
processors 
would be required to pass on the 
benefits of governm ent supports to 
producers. Aiken said this had not 
alw ays been done in the past.
